"Lincoln did little campaigning 


in I860," Sandburg said. "The de- 
bates had been printed in book 
form, and he let the book speak 
for him. 
. Sandburg was speaking in the 
studio office where he is consult 
"ng on filming of "The Greatest 
Story Ever Told," The natural 
question was: How does he com- 
pare the two series of debates? 


He replied with a poet's scorn: 
'I would like to have heard one 
sentence in the televised debates 
that was well constructed and elcr 
vating."
